
BOCA GRANDE IS BEATEN 



FIZEH THREE- YEAR-OLD LOSES PRESTIGE BY 
* DEFEAT AT MONCREIF. 



Fails to Stay in Race at Kile and an Eighth and 
Falls in Public Estimation as a 
Derby Candidate. 



Jacksonville. Fla., March 24. — In the fourth race 
at Moucreif I'ark this afternoon \V. 11. Kiser's Derby 
candidate, Boca CrMinle. lost some of the prestige 
be gained last fall when he met ami defeated the 
lM-st of his age at I at ton la. It was the first time 
that Boca Crande had been asked to go as far as 
S' mile and au eighth ami he was found wanting. 
There were no excuses for his defeat except that he 
was conceding weight to everything in the race. 
The pace of the race was slow, the first three- 
quarters being run in 1:15}. with Boca Grande 
cantering in front. Jockey Mountain had him well 
in baud until the fur turn was reached. When 
called on. Boca Grande appeared unable to draw 
away and in the stretch lie collapsed ami was beaten 
out by Taboo and Woolwimler. The former won 
by a length and Boca Grande was la-aten the sainc 
distance for the place. The official time for the 
race was 1:53}. but several of the dockers caught 
it as 1:54*. Boca Grande's chances for beating 
colts like Fauntleroy and Sager ill the Derby are not 
so well n garded as they were Is - fore his showing 
today. Some advance the theory that Boca Grande 
might have run lietter had Mountain |>ermitted him 
to go along all the way without restraint, latt 
many shrewd horsemen look upon the colt as more 
of a sprinter than a stayer. The two-year-old race 
went to It. L. Thomas' Clay, which won in handy 
fashion from the tust-closiug Sir Kearney. 

Home Itun picked up 120 pounds in the fifth race, 
spreadeagled his company and ran seven-eighths in 
1 : 2 t»ij. 

Joe Yeager returned today from Cuba and will 
remain here for the rest of the meeting. 

Smug ran in the colors of F. W. Halle today, 
lie was purchased liy the latter tills morning from 
F. J. Healey.

Ballot's Satisfactory Progress — Dalmatian Receiving 
Slow Preparation — Alfred Noble Doing Well. 



New York, March 24. — James Rowe had the en- 
tire James R. Keene string under saddle at Sbeeps- 
licad Bay yesterday. Maskette. Melisande and In- 
fatuation were companions in a canter of three fur- 
longs in 44. Ballot, a failure in England, is coming 
around rapidly. lie. with Hilarious and Sweep, went 
a half hard held in 55. Metaphor III., Suffragist. 
Grasmere and Seneca II. were in another set. They 
are further advanced than any other horses in Rowe's 
care. The two-year-olds were only sent along for 
quarters iu from 2.S to 3(1 seconds, hut they are a 
magnificent lot. and milea* all signs fail, they will 
ably sustain the prestige of the vice-chairman of the 
Jockey Flub when they are sent to tlie races. 

It lias been the usual custom of S. O. Hildreth to 
race his horses the year around, but the past winter 
he rested bis big string at Shcepsliead Bay. It is 
only recently that Mr. Hildreth began his training 
o|H - rutioiis. hut his horses are already attracting at- 
tention and from the way some of them have been 
going along, it is safe to say bis colors will play 
a prom incut part in Aqueduct racing. 

Dalmatian and Eddie Dugan are a pair of three- 
year-olds that will bear his colors* that are par- 
ticularly promising. Eddie Dugan is going along 
iu a manner to indicate that lie will lie fit and ready 
for an early start. 11 c has grown considerably since 
In - went into retirement last fall, and though Mr. 
Hildreth has not set any serious tasks, he is always 
eager to run. Mr. Hildreth is proceeding leisurely 
with Dalmatian's preparation. 

Fayette, a disappointment since liis two-year-obl 
season, is going along well and lias grown so sturdy 
that lie may yet develop into what he promised when 
lie was a xtalilemate of Sir Martin. Kestigouche 
and old Dandelion are training well, and Rose Queen, 
the fust filly that became a member of the Hildreth 
stable last fall, is looking exceedingly well. 

Frank Starita will lie on hand at Aqueduct with 
his useful mare. Queen Marguerite. She is train- 
ing nicely at the Bay. and yesterday she romped 
along for a half mile in 53ji. lighting for her head 
all the way. Fonair. from the same stable, worked 
liehitid the mare, and will also he ready for the 
opening day of the Queens County Jockey Club 
meeting. 

\V. II. Karriek sent a set of four — Pelronins. 
Fashion Plate, Mary Davis and Scarpia — along fqr 
a half in 5ti. It was just a nice gallop for them, 
but a bit faster than lie had lieen sending any of 
liis horses. He lias been training slowly and care- 
fully this spring, but it would In - |sisslble for him 
to show some from Ids big string at the opening 
meeting. Tlie two-year-obis he is fitting are ail 
doing well and could be set down to serious work 
at any time. 

Frank Weir is fitting Alfred Noble at Gravesend 
for the Carter Handicap. His task yesterday was 
five-eighths, which lie went easily in 1 :l>7. This 
was an excellent move on account of tlie manner 
iu which it was accomplished, and the son of Garry 
Hermann and Ethel Pace should Is. - a tit horse in the 
first handicap of the year. Barleythor|»e and Galley 
Slave, from the same string, went along for a half 
in 54. 

The horses of the Beverwyek Stable are well to 
the fore of those at Gravesend, and Woodford is 
evidently shaping his charges for Aqneduet. Bau- 
yab ami Malacca, the jumpers, will la - shipped to 
Jamestown. The first-named went five-eighths in 
1 :07. while Malacca hail plenty left when he fin- 
ished out the same distance in 1:08. This is good 
s|Ms - d for juni|M*rs. Sir John Johnson went along 
with Quant ico for a halt in 50 and the two-year- 
olds. Special Brew and Billy Barnes, were only 
asked a quarter in 28. 

At Belmont Park Miss Dooley, of the P.rownleigli 
Park Stable, worked three-eighths in 375. King 
Cobalt is in tine condition after liis winter cam- 
paign at Juarez. Trainer Nash let up on him after 
Ids arrival here, but intends to give him brisk work 
ere long. 

Kimhall Patterson worked Plutocrat, Winning 
Widow and Dublin Minstrel a half iu 52}. This is 
a prepossessing-looking set. 

Thomas .1. Healey gave the Richard T. Wilson. 
Jr., entire string useful exercise and they acquitted 
themselves creditably. Faleada and May River went 
seven-eighths in 1:375- Mexoana. Radium Star and 
Britshlirootn worked five-eighths in 1 :U!t* in steady 
fashion. Candleberry and Olamliaiu went the same 
distance a second slower. Olainbaia. a willing horse, 
was full of run. Beaucoup and the Clifford three-year- 
old filly. Agnier, were eased up at the end of seven- 
eighths in 1 :3S. Kesponsfiil went a quarter in 26} 
and tlie two-year-olds Of the stable worked a quarter 
out of the chute in 2 ti*. 

Stephen Lawler is still going along slowly with 
the horses in his charge. Bluetie and Chickasaw 
are getting some strong gallops of about two miles. 

William Hogan, trainer for Bartlett McLennan, 
breezed the Champion winner. Agent, five-eighths 
iu 1:10. Tlie son of George Kessler appears to be 
sotiud. and lie goes at bis work with a dasli and 
vim that is encouraging. Gild, also handled by 
trainer Hogan, is a much improved horse. This six- 
year-old gelding carries more ttesh that at any time 
during Ids career and is getting a careful prepara- 
tion for tin - field. 

'Herbert McAfee, the steeplechase rider, is gallop- 
ing Rufus, Grandpa and others for Silas Veiteh. 
Rufus looks well iiodily and if his tendons stand 
(he training ordeal he may have a successful seasou. 

NO RACING IF MILLER BILL PASSES. 

Toronto. Ont.. March 24. — Tlie Globe today printed 
tlie following statement anent the racing situation 
in Canada: 

“In other seasons the conditions and value of the 
King's Plate and other races to be run at the spring 
meeting of the Ontario Jockey Club were announced 
early in the year, and the Plate entries closed March 
1. 'With tlie uncertainty attendant on tlie present 
situation the club's hands are tied and not only has 
there been no announcement of tlie Plate conditions 
but it is stated that there may not be racing at all. 
Secretarv W. P. Fraser said yesterday that tlie 
reason for the delay was to be fonnd in tlie con- 
ditions that would lie created by the passage of the 
betting measure now before Parliament. Tlie Miller 
bill, in its present form, is so drastic that it would 
is* impossible after its passage to carry on racing 
under desirable conditions, and rather than become 
involved in such a situation the Ontario Jockey Club 
would abandon racing and Woodbine Park would be 
disposed of. That may or may not have been tlie 
object sought bv the promoters of the bill, but it 
could have no other result. The other clubs in the 
Canadian Racing Associations have made no an- 
nouncement. tint as their position is practically tlie 
same there is no reason to suppose they would at- 
tempt to follow any other course, which means the 
discontinuance of organized raeiug in Canada. These 
clubs distributed a half million dollars among own- 
ers and breeders last year.” 

HORSES GATHERING AT JAMESTOWN. 



New York. March 24. — The migration of horses 
to the Jamestown Jockey Club course lias starbxl in 
good sliaiie from Tampa ami Jacksonville. There are 
now nearly 100 thorouglvbreds^ga Hoping at the course 
preparing'for the meeting which will begin April 1. 
The track is well adapted to early spring and fall 
racing, as tlie elimate in that part of Virginia is 
espeeiall.v favorable for training and racing pur- 
poses. Samuel Ross, of Ibe Washington Jockey Club, 
will send a string of lioi>es to Jamestown. Frank J. 
Bryan will be the steward of the meeting.

He was in 
ltis time the owner of many good race horses and as 
trainer for the late Captain Samuel S. Brown scored 
many brilliant successes for that wealthy Pittsburg 
turfman.
